A NEBRASKA SUGGESTION. 


State Senator Beala of Nebraska sug- 


gests to GoTernor Mclntyre of Colo- 
rado the idea of the Legislature of that 
State making an appropriation to con- 
struct a depository for silver bullion. 
Tho bullion could be deposited and 
certificates issued apoii the same to the 
market value of the bullion, which cer- 
tificates could be used cs money by the 
people and in this way the demand for 
more money could be met. 


Mr. Beale is satisfied that the de- 


mand such a scheme would create for 
bullion would cause an advance iu the 
pries and many of the benefits sought 
for by the free silver advocates would 
be reached and no law violated. If the 
plan »neet3 with favor in the silver nro- 
ducing States, Mr. Beale proposes to 
introduce a bill in the Nebraska Legis- 
lature to carry it into effect. 


Aa the certificates issued against bul- 


lion deposits would not pass as money 
unless they were made a legal tender 
tof debts there is one almost insur- 
mountable obstacle to the scheme auc 
that is in Article I, Section 10, of the 
constitution, vhiuh reads: 


No State shall enter into any treat}' 


alliance; <<raut letters of marque a'ic 
reprisal; coin money; emit bills ol 
credit; make anything but gold and 
silver coin a tender in payment of debts 
pass any bill of attainder; expost facto 
law, or law impairing the obligations ol 
contracts, or grant any title of nobil- 
ity." 


That constitutional inhibition of 


making anything but gold and silver 
coin a tender in payment of debts 
doubtless prevent States from utilizing 
the scheme proposed by Senator Benl 
of Nebraska. That something should 
be done to advance the price of silver 
bullion will not be questioned except 
by the ultra gold men. During tl.e 
current year, according to the Presi- 
dent's message, $60,541,000 woitli of sil- 
ver bullion was exported from the 
United States. The average pfice pt r 
ounce of that silver was about 65 cents. 
Now if it is possible for the silver pro 
dacing States and the other States 
that sympathize with them to increase 
the price of silver bullion to foreign 
purchasers they certainly ought to do 
it as Congress will do nothing of that 
kind. 
With free coinage the foreign 


nations, which purchased $60,000,000 
worth of silver bullion iu the Umtu.l 
States last year would have to pay $120,- 
000,000 for it, and they must have it to 
keep up their silver circulation. They 
coined that bullion and doubled its 
value, the very thing the United Stiles 
could do and would do if it were not 
for the influence of foreign gold in our 
elections.

Next week Congress will reassemble 


and unless the order made before, ad- 
journment is changed, three days will 
be devoted to a discussion of the Fund- 
ing bill after which a vote will be 
taken. 
The general impression has 


been that the bill will pass as only 
members of the committee which rec- 
ommended its passage, and such others 
as Speaker Beed fee's disposed to rec 
ognize, will be permitted to discuss tae 
measure. 


Now, however, a special from Wash- 


ington to a paper friendly to the Fund 
ing bill, says the published interview 
•with Senator Thurston in which he 
says there is little or no prospect of the 
Funding bill passing the Senate at this 
session of Congress, was a great sur- 
prise to the friends of the measure, as 
they felt confident of favorable action 
on the bill.

attached to his opinion.

bill passing the House as opposition is 
•aid to have developed in unexpected 
quarters. 
Chairman Powers of the 


Committee on Pacific Railroads is con- 
fident, however, that it will receive a 
majority in the House of Representa- 
tives. As the discnssion pf the ques- 
tion will be restricted he is probably 
right. But in the Senate there are no 
gag rules. Every member is permitted 
to speak on any question that comes 
before the body. As in the case of the 
Repeal bill in the extra session a few 
determined Senators can prevent the 
passage of the bill by prolonging the 
debate, as the session ends by Consti- 
tutional limitation on March 3rd and 
the appropriation bill and other im- 
portant measures must receive atten- 
tion.
